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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (A) applicant argues that one feature of the 
present invention is that a pretreatment process such as providing a palladium catalyst is eliminated. However, the Examiner notes that 
this is not claimed, and further that the primary references to Beane and Pearlstein also do not require such pretreatment. (B) As to the 
desirablility of stirring, Wilks has been provided as to the desirability of stirring a plating bath. (C) As to the argument that Beane and 
Pearlstein provide that the palladium is in the solution at the beginning step and therefore the powder is introduced to the bath containing 
palladium, the Examiner disagrees that this has been shown to be a problem in the comparative example. The comparative example 
shows immersion in a palladium pretreatment bath without reducing, while Beane and Pearlstein both show reducing agent also present in 
the bath. While neither Beane or Pearlstein show the exact order of adding ingredients to the bath, the Examner has cited case law in the 
Final Rejection of May 24, 2007 that this is prima facie obvious as per In re Gibson, as selection of any order of mixing ingredients is 
prima facie obvious. Applicant simply has not shown any new or unexpected results, as discussed at page 10 of the Final Rejection. (D) 
As to Boecker disclosing the conventional pretreatment step using palladium solution, and Wilks being silent with regard to a palladium 
catalyst, the Examiner notes that Boecker is cited for its teachings as to conventional catalyst materials and Wilks is cited as to stirring, 
and the combination of ingredients is what is provided by the combination of references. (E) As to the arguments with regard to the order 
to adding ingredients, this has been discussed in section (C) above.. . 
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
